All of thie detailed investigative effort 
hae not thus far developed concrete proof of any clandestine activity on the 
part of Subject, although it is certainly poesible that open code messages — . 
are being passed by mail or by phone. The one possible exception is described 
in paragraph 6c below <-- a faint indication that he may have left the country _ 
in mid-1959.. WEGRZYN was rechecked in HBFINCH files, but there iststill — 
no record of him. - .

The D's did not think much of Gubjest and 
stated that thay thought he might have left the country to go to Ievael sometime 
in mid-1959 for the purpoge of getting married. it is difficult to evaluate this 
information at present, ao it ia not clear from the seport whether the LIFIREs 
led the DROZDOWSEKI¢ in thelr questioning. Kt ofight have been that the D's 
would “remember” such a trip if they thought it might got Subject into trouble, 
sinee they ebviewely disliked him. The LIFIREs will be sent back to the 
DROZDOWSKIa for mere detailed discucsion of thie alleged trip. The alleged 
nmmerriage is clearly falac -- Subject was married to Lidia here in Mexico on 
12 Jane 1962.

a. To call Subject in for an intervigw and pet prescure om him to 
confess his agent status, then try to recrais itm to work in place in the U.S, 
for a gam of meney. Given Subjeet's very ehaky financial statue, eince hia 
money is ali tied up in land epeculation, it is felt that menoy would act as 2 
Wary strong incentive fer him to accept recruitment. Li he agreed, it would then 
be necessary for ODENVY to bo invelved im the case. Therefore, if thi courea 
1 af action la ddemed appropriate by Headquarters, it la requested that ODENV Y 
be quericd mow ad to whether they weuld want to rum euch a case in PBPRIME.
